Clarke said Davis 
has reoeived all the aid from North Caroli- 
na he oould expeot, and hereafter no more 
troops would be permitted to leave the State, 
and has ordered all North Carolina State 
troops home. Gov. Clarke also informed 
the rebels they oould use the railroad in rc- 
treating homeward, and that they would run 
the risk of bein^ intercepted by Union 
feroes in any part of the State. 

The Tribune has the following: 

“We oan positively assert that, whatever 
modification may be made in his order, 
General Hnnter will not be recalled nor pat 
in any position necessitating his resigua 
tion.” 

Fort Darling, where our gunboats were 
engaged, is simated on a blnff two hundred 
feet above the river — high enough to direot 
a plunging fire upon attacking boats, whioh 
could not use their guns in response. 

A loyal black who left Riohmond, on Fri- 
day, brought fresh news of a fight whioh 
was, at ’.hat time, going on at Riohmond. 
The people were very apprehensive of the 
result. 

San Fkancisoo, May 15. — The trial of 
Judge Hardy, of the 16th U. 8. Distriot 
Court, ended to-day before the State Senate. 
He was convioted by two-thirds majority, 
aB require d by the Constitution, of disloyal- 
ty to the Government in uttering seditious 
language. A resolution of expulsion from 
office passed by 21 against 14. Various 
other charges against him, euoh as corrup- 
tion in office, drunkenness, Ac., were not 
sustained, although in some oases the ma- 
jority was against him. The charges of 
mitioonduot in the trial of Judge Terry, for 
killing Senator Broderiok, failed by a tie 
vote. He wae the judge before whom Tcr>y 
was ao quit ted.

Military Leaden at New Orleans.

Among the several prominent note of 

roily, inefficiency and mi- menage meat whioh 
save at different times and plaoes disgraced 
the oondact of this war, the deetruotion of 
the Confederate fleet of gunboats to Lake 
Pontchertrain stands stupendously pre- 
eminent— nnapproaohed end unepproeeh- 
able by whatever has been done, or what- 
ever may or oan be done Preferring for 
the present to ohargs this act to the acoouat 
of folly or panio, re- her then of treaohery— 
and at present popular caarge to be left to 
the proper tribunal to investigate — we ao- 
count it the most m rtifjing, intensely 
humiliating anJ iamenub.e occurrence ia 
connec ion with tbe loss of New Orleans. 
W. re treason palpably in the ca^e, it would 
only exoite hot and inspirating indignation, 
and we trait that it may be proved that onr 
enure has been so stabbed by a knave or 
koaves rather than by afool or fools. Ths ver- 
dict or a drum') ead coart martial should award 
the rope to :he former or a bullet to the 
latter. Folly may be e men’s misfortune, 
but it should not be allowed to be his 
country’s misfonuae. The lews do aot 
resogn sa fo.ly end stupidity es legal ex- 
emption* from responsibility for cd'an*^ 
it is necessary for the good of society thei 
foMy as well os la-oa'ity should bs respons- 
ible for tktir oocsequenoes So it is 
necessary that for the govd of onr ooantry 
the manifestations of folly shonld be ac- 
counted high military crimes. 

Fools have oft palled down empires that 
SolonsaLd Cssirs have reared; wisdom oan 
do great things, yet foolishness oan undo 
them more rapidly. But tools, ead espe- 
cially coward fools, can be oontrolled end 
through but one agency — that of fear. 
Let the eummary punishment of the guilty, 
in this cose, be en acute warning to other 
fools and cowards who may be ia the mili- 
tary employ of the CoafeJeraoy. 

Ia Lake Pontobartrein there was a flaet 
of half a dozes, more or lees, effaetive gar- 
boats, and not an enemy’s vessel to that 
inland sea. I s entranoes were guarded by 
strong fortifications and on its waters float- 
ed a vest va ue of shipping. Aorosethe 
lake the oity of New Orleans can now be 
approaohed by the enemy’s transport flset, 
and an army can be landed at the oity, or 
above the oity at Pass Menobao, in the 
vicinity where the fugaoious Lovell has 
“made a stand.” Of what avail is it that 
tbe brave Duncan and bis heroic command 
hold the shattered forts on the Mississippi, 
and died amid tke ruins to keep Linoolm’s 
expeditionary toed forces at bay? Furt 
Pike and the batteries which guard ths en- 
tranoes and the gunboats are suioida’ly de- 
stroyed, and merchant vessels oan sail into 
the toke up to the oity frcigh'ed with tens 
of thousands of invaders. Wc presums that 
this is already being done by the aotive 
enemy, and we may resign the lost faint 
hopes that have been suggested on the basis 
of the continued defense of the Mississippi 
forts keeping the troop transports at bay 
until soms effort could bs male to regain 
New Orleans. 

We question very muoh if, after the ex- 
hausting etruseio w.th the M : ssissippi forts 
whioh bo racujwd their munitions, and to 
whioh they suffered eo muoh loss, and with 
so much still to do to that river, ths naval 
forces of the enemy could have sent a com- 
petent flotilla to reduce ths Pci t hartrain 
works and fleet for weeks. Meantime some- 
thing m git have been done to “pluok the 
flower safety out of this ne tie danger,” 
could the Mist ssippi forts have held out. 

And the matter may be viewed to another 
and quite as disgraceful an aspect. The 
gunboat fleet might have been saved aad 
made available elsewhere. There was a 
route to Mobile, and, w.th it invitingly 
open, the vessels were burned. Merohont 
vessels and steamers showed the way, end 
oame through safely. Why did not these 
war vessels of ths Confederacy also ooas? 
Bah ! the thing is too disgusting for disoas- 
sion ! Let it never be brought up after it 
ia necessarily so in order to the execution 
of him or those responsible for it. With 
that fleet added to our light draft squad- 
ron in Mobile Bay, we oould mtke effective 
defease against the best efforts of the ene- 
my. Bat, well — cA*«, jam satis. 

Bottom’* Bat dob —Gen MoClellan may 
probably, it seems to as, be dotoyed some 
days before Bottom’s bridge — on the direot 
road to Riohmond. We hear that Its ap- 
proaches are not only densely wooded, but 
so swampy for miles on en&eAide that the 
roaa thruugh them is substantially of carpeaU 
ry,acd therefore easily Jtstreyabl*. That, un- 
fortunately, is the only route for his army 
exoept very roundabout ouca. For in- 
stance, to essay to go around the head of 
the Chioahominy from that petot, distant 
not more than fifteen miles from Riohmond 
in a direot line, would involve a march of 
perhaps seventy-fits miles through a diffi- 
cult country, without water facilities for 
transport etion. 

We believe it to be the polioy of the rebels 
to delay hi* army before Bottom’s bridge 
uetil they may remove as muoh of their war 
mat ‘rial in Richmond as possible by rail 
to Danville, end get iff as many of their 
troops by the seme means of eonveyanoe. 
It seems probable that our fleet will, how* 
ever, interfere successfully to defeat ihet 
p'an That is, if it has been pushed up 
within shelling distance of the eity.
